Censoring, Says 


Gen. MacArthur 


Curb On News From 
Korea Explained 
NEW YO RK— (ZP)—Gen. Doug. 
las M acArthur, replying to critics 
of his new compulsory w ar news 
censorship rules in Korea, says he 
ordered the curbs at the dem and 
of the press itself. 
“ It is a m atter of public know l­ 
edge how desperately I tried to 
defend press freedom but, strange­ 
ly, I found myself opposed on the 
issue by the press itself and finally 
yielded to its almost united de­ 
mand that military censorship be 
imposed,” the general declared. 
M acA rthur^ statement was con­ 
tained in a cable yesterday to Edi­ 
tor & Publisher, newspaper trade 
magazine which had criticized the 
new regulations of war coverage. 
In an editorial last week the 
magazine declared:

Before the new regulations were 
clamped down last week, corre­

have never seen the desired bal­ 
ance between public information

“The dem and for censorship be­ 
came so heavy, however, that I put 
the m atter before a conference of 
leading publishers and editors held 
in Washington on Dec. 18 last who 
made it unequivocally clear that 
military censorship should be im ­ 
posed.” 
The Dec. 18 meeting was atten d­ 
ed by Secretary George C. M ar­ 
shall and a dozen top executives in 
the new spaper and radio field.

Jack Holt Dies 


Heart Attack Fatal 
To Veteran Actor 
I JOLLY W OOD—(TP)—Death has 
claimed Jack Holt, (52, h a rd -rid ­ 
ing cowboy of both tilt' open and 
the cinema range. 
lit' succumbed last night at the 
veterans’ hospital in 
West 
Los 
Angeles to coronary thrombosis. 
He had suffered three severe heart, 
attacks since shortly before C hrist­ 
mas. 
Holt was moved yesterday from 
his apartm ent in the M iram ar ho­ 
tel in Santa Monica, where he had 
lived for several years. His son, 
Tim, also an actor in westerns, 
was with him almost constantly 
during his last illness. 
The elder Holt was a recognized 
star in Hollywood for 20 years in 
a low, a most enviable record in 
motion pictures. And he success­ 
fully bridged the transition from 
silent to talking films. He played 
the lead roles in nearly all the 
movie versions of Zane G rey ’s 
novels. 
Holt, Tom Mix and Burk Jones 
made up the big trium virate of 
western films in the movie indus­ 
try’s 
first quarter-century. 
And 
until age cut them out of rough 
riding scenes, they were the idols 
of millions. They gave way to the 
cowboys of the newer era— gene 
Autry and Roy Rogers.

Gas Blast Kills 


ll In Coal Mine 


Three Families Hard 
Hit By Tragedy 


KERMIT, W. Va. — (ZP) — A 
“gaseous condition” 
spotted 
by 
federal mine inspectors only 
a 
few days ago was blamed today 
for the explosion that killed 11 
men and injured two more in Hie 
Burning Springs mine here. 
State Mines Chief Arch A lex­ 
ander, who attributed yesterday’s 
blast deep in the 32-year-old pit 
to the “gaseous condition,” 
said 
state mine inspectors had reported 
the mine in good condition earlier 
this month. 
There was no amplification on 
those statements. 
And 
around 
this small mining town on the I 
Tug river that separates 
West ; 
Virginia 
and 
Kentucky, 
talk 
seemed a bit futile. 
The explosion hit three fami­ 
lies hard. 
Tom Moore and his 
son, Tom, jr., 
were among the 
dead. 
Charley Sparks was gone, 
along with his son, Proctor. And 
the two Dalton brothers, Conrad 
and Delbert, were 
killed 
with 
their brother-in-law , Walter Jo h n ­ 
son. 
Tho Moores and 
the 
Sparks 
were from Kermit, and the Dal­ 
tons and Johnson from Inez, Kv. 
The others were Sherman Fields 
of Beauty, Ky., Lushly Mounts of 
Warfield, Kv., Charlie Porter of 
Dunlow, W. Va., and John Chafin 
of near Kermit. 
V i Ilia ms Bowens of Stcptown, 
W. Va., was in critical condition 
in a Williamson, W. Va., hospital 
with burns, a 
brain concussion, 
possible skull fracture and back 
injuries. 
The blast tore off most 
of his clothing.

Senate Takes Vote 
Late This Month

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
Senate appeared headed today to­ 
ward a vote late this month ap­ 
proving the

Europe’s defenses. 
An indication by Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) that he will support the 
transfer of a limited num ber of 
divisions’ — when 
they 
become 
available—took 
m uch

starch out of opposition to a move 
President Trum an has said 
he 
will m ake if necessary 
without 
Congress’ approval. 
Ceiling Not Specified 
Most Democrats apparently fa­ 
vor committing ground troops to 
1he proposed international army 
and m any Republicans have indi­ 
cated they regard such a move 
as inevitable. 
However, Taft m ade it plain 
he believes Congress should put 
a ceiling on the num ber of foot 
soldiers to be dispatched. 
This 
promised to provide another con­ 
troversy. 
T aft would not say w hat he 
thinks the ceiling should be. Most 
speculation has placed this coun­ 
try ’s contribution at from five to 
ten divisions. 
Chairman Conically (D -Tex) of 
the Senate Foreign Relations com­ 
m ittee is preparing a resolution 
of approval. 
But in its prelim­ 
inary form tile m easure 
merely 
would place tilt' Senate on record 
as supporting the 
extension

ference yesterday he would ap ­ 
preciate it highly if Democratic 
leaders would push such a reso­ 
lution to a vote in thq Senate.

Hub In Korea 


Big Communist Push 
Expected Any Time

TOKYO — (ZP) — A United N a­ 
tions prowd force reoccupied the

A big Red offensive effort was 
still expected to break out all 
across the peninsula at any time. 
Enemy On The Run 
Allied patrols have been enter­ 
ing and leaving Wonju, 
the 
key 
traffic junction in Central Korea, 
since the U. S. 
Second 
division 
withdrew Tuesday from a loop­ 
ing line two miles south of the 
town. 
Only civilians w ere on hand to 
watch the reinforced patrol re­ 
enter Wonju Friday. 
The two U. N. attack regim ents 
—normally 5,000 m en—smashed a 
large enemy force 
seven 
miles 
southeast of 
Yongwol, 
on 
the 
eastern end of the w a r front. 
“We put the

run,” an officer said tersely. 
The fight started Thursday and 
was still raging today.

A fam ily- 
type farm is one

and productive enough to employ 
the m em bers of

ciently, and to support them from 
farm earnings. 
Farm enlargem ent 
loans 
are 
made or insured to owners u n ­ 
able to get the credit they need 
elsewhere. Funds are included to 
make the necessary 
repairs, 
or 
improvements on 
the 
enlarged 
unit. 
W ritten A pplications 
Included in the steps to secure 
a farm enlargem ent loan are the 
filing of a 
w ritten 
application, 
federal appraisal of the 
norm al 
earning capacity 
value 
of 
the 
farm as 
enlarged, 
estimate 
of 
costs for needed repairs and im ­ 
provements, and consideration of 
the farm and the applicant by the 
county committee. 
“Of course it is often the case 
that a farm is too small, yet no 
adjoining land can be bought to 
enlarge it,” Juska said. “In that 
case, the enlargement must w ait 
until land becomes available. We 
have seldom found it practical to 
enlarge a farm by 
adding 
non­ 
adjacent land, 
necessitating 
the 
operation of two separate tracts.” 
Besides farm enlargement loans, 
the F arm ers’ Home A dm inistra­ 
tion also m akes and insures farm

to

A bridge experts that a bridge of com­ 
pletely safe design can

years should satisfy the most skeptical 
persons. 
The only two arguments of consequence 
against the proposal to build the bridge 
across the two peninsulas 
of 
Michigan 
have been engineering feasibility and fi­ 
nancial feasibility. 
Both of these argu­ 
ments have been deflated by the report of 
the bridge experts. The experts said their 
studies showed conclusively that a span 
could be erected that would

plete safety. The longest span would be 
400 feet less than the 4,200 foot span of the 
Golden Gate bridge at San Francisco.

Commercial Buildings 
Restricted By N P A 
C 
ONTROLS on the construction of new 
stores, restaurants, office and other 
commercial buildings are now in effect. 
Only in emergency cases may new con­ 
struction projects of this nature be under­ 
taken between now and Feb. 15. 
There­ 
after each private commercial 
building 
must be authorized by the National Pro­ 
duction Authority. In a previous order, the 
lid was placed on the erection of new night 
clubs, 
theaters 
and 
other 
amusement 
places. 
Construction of dwellings is still per­ 
mitted, of course. Permission wil lbe given 
for commercial structures if the NPA re­ 
gards them as being essential to public 
health and the defense program. The new 
order, for example, does not restrict the 
building of wholesale food establishments 
or facilities for fuel oil, gasoline, coal and 
gas distribution systems and pipelines. 
It is to be hoped there will be no gross 
abuses of this order as there were during 
World War II and shortly thereafter. 
In 
that period when materials were difficult 
to obtain for much-needed private hous­ 
ing, gambling interests with political in­ 
fluence in Washington were able to con­ 
struct horse and dog racing track facilities 
in California and Florida. 
Profiteers always reap a rich harvest in 
wartime while many young Americans are 
cither killed or crippled for life on the 
battlefields. There are some who 
com­ 
plain there is not much patriotism in Am­ 
erica anymore. Profiteering is one of the 
principal reasons why Americans are little 
moved nowadays by patriotic slogans and 
songs designed to hurry them off to war. 
They know that while they are away the 
chiselers will be making a killing at home.

Marinette

other day. It finished its 15 year project of 
“clearing settlers out of the clearings” in 
areas unfit for agriculture and zoned for 
forestry and recreational use only. 
The 
last 
resettlement was similar to 
many other deals that have been carried 
out under the program. 
George Racette 
was persuaded to trade 
his 
backwoods 
forty, where he had been struggling with 
little success to eke out a living for him­ 
self and wife, for 80 acres of pretty good 
farm land. 
Racette is only one of more than 800 
backwoods settlers who have voluntarily 
agreed to scil out or trade their isolated, 
unproductive little “farms” in Marinette 
and other northern Wisconsin counties un­ 
der resettlement programs. 
In the thirties, Marinette was one of the 
counties that came to the realization that 
many a backwoods settler on poor cutover 
land was a liability to the county and com­ 
munity. He couldn’t make a decent living. 
He couldn’t help in building up the com­ 
munity. He was usually in debt, discour­ 
aged and disgruntled. Often he was delin­ 
quent in his taxes. 
Yet 
it 
was expensive to provide him 
with a road, schools for his children and 
other services. 
On a good farm, the same man might 
be a good farmer, a better citizen, a com­ 
munity asset and far happier to boot. In an 
established farming community, roads and 
schools are available to him without extra 
expense. 
So, after new settlers were barred from 
areas set aside under zoning ordinances for 
forestry and recreation, the resettlement 
programs were instituted. 
Experience 
has now proved how wise 
has been this step toward better land util­ 
ization in Wisconsin.

DINNER-TABLE FRIEND 
Senator Sparkman of Alabama has just 
written a penetrating report showing how 
small businessmen are not able to get war 
contracts.

“At your convenience, could you get in 
touch with Tom Capehart and ask him to 
come to see you and tell you about his fa­ 
cilities which, to repeat, are not large, and, 
everything being equal, as and when we 
can utilize his facilities, we will certainly 
do all within our power to do so? I know 
you will agree that this is a good thing to 
do” 
ASSURANCES TO THE SENATOR 
Victor Emanuel wrote a similar letter to 
another of his company executives,

Donaldson, 
and 
so anxious was he to 
please Senator Capehart that the same day 
he also wrote Capehart the following let­ 
ter:

BEGINNING—Since earliest 
times man has used 
natural cold—caves, 
springs and so forth—to preserve perish­ 
ables. 
American pioneers kept milk and oth­ 
er food in springhouses, and sometimes 
the homes themselves 
(particularly In 
the New England states) were built over 
cool running streams. In the stone-wall­ 
ed cellars the streams flowed into pools, 
where perishable foods were stored. 
It was a farmer at Montgomery, Ala­ 
bama, Thomas Moore, who obtained the 
first patent on an ice box back in 1803— 
but it was many years later before the ice 
box became an accepted part of household 
food storage. 


MORE ICE NEEDED—Principal reason 
for the slowness in popularizing the old­ 
fashioned (but then modern) ice box was 
the lack of ice. All ice at that time had to 
be cut by hand. It was a luxury item that 
was not too successfully stored or trans­ 
ported. 
Some 25 years after Moore obtained a 
patent on the ice box there was Intro­ 
duced the revolutionary horse-drawn fee 
cutter. It was fashioned somewhat lik<* 
a plow but was a big improvement and 
speeded tile production of ice. 
Today the big jobs are done by a gas­ 
oline-powered circular saw, mounted en a 
sled. The teeth are so designed they pull 
the whole rig forward as they cut. 
Northern railroads 
use thousands of 
tons of natural Ice on passenger trains 
and in refrigerator ears, and addition**;! 
quantities are used by hotels 
and 
In 
homes. But no longer does the Ice from 
northern lakes go south by rail and sli p 
to cool the food and drink of those who 
live in the southland. Artificial lee man­ 
ufacturers now have that business. 


TUE QUICK FREEZE—This winter has 
supplied proper conditions for an abundant 
supply of high quality natural ice. 
Br low-zero temperatures in early winter 
quickly “set” the ice on bays and lakes. It 
was nature’s quick freeze. Tile ice harvest

Mistake In Germany 
First 
is 
Germany, 
Acheson 
adopted the line of rearmament 
for West Germany on the basis of 
German military units to be in­ 
corporated in a West 
European 
army. 
This was against the ad­ 
vice of those who said that even 
if this was a desirable goal, 
it 
could not be achieved in view of 
the present political situation in 
West Germany. 
Agreement with the Adenauer 
government on a form of rearma­ 
ment was possible 
if 
sufficient 
concessions were made. 
But it 
was pointed out that in view of 
the shaky position of that govern­ 
ment, ratification by 
the 
West 
German parliament was doubtful. 
Instead, the chances were 
that 
the Adenauer government would 
go down and a long period of po­ 
litical uncertainty and stalemate 
would follow. 
Latest reports from 
Germany 
indicate that just this may hap­ 
pen if the issue of rearming 
is 
forced. The public declaration by 
America that German units were

essential to the defense of West­ 
ern Europe has pushed West Ger­ 
man opinion in two directions. 
First, it has accentuated 
the 
fear that a third world conflict 
will be fought out in Germany. 
This has given rise to a rapid in­ 
crease in the conviction that Ger­ 
many’s neutrality as between Rus­ 
sia and the west must 
be 
all 
events be preserved. 
Politicians 
are exploiting the growing neu­ 
tralism. 
Second, the stand 
taken 
by 
America has stiffened the resist­ 
ance of those elements in 
Ger­ 
many that want to rebuild a new 
reich free to bargain from a po­ 
sition of unfettered power. 
This 
attitude is reflected by the Ruhr 
industrialists who helped Hitler 
in his climb. 
They 
have 
con­ 
spicuously cooled off toward the 
Schuman plan for pooling Europe’s 
steel and coal and they side with 
those elements demanding a high­ 
er and higher price for West Ger­ 
man cooperation. 
Wrong On China 
The other vital point on which 
Acheson has 
gone 
against 
the 
views of the specialists is with 
respect to Communist China. 
It 
was feared that for the United 
States to force the issue in the 
United Nations of declaring Red 
China an aggressor would almost 
certainly 
split 
the 
anti-Soviet 
bloc wide open. 
Middle East and 
Far East nations have 
strongly 
opposed the move and they have 
had support from Great Britain. 
In a sense the U. S. agreement 
to a new cease-fire effort in Ko­ 
rea was a compromise designed 
to pacify the Far 
Eastern 
and 
Middle Eastern delegations. 
But 
the fear of some advisers in the 
department was that the Acheson 
policy would lead down a long 
slippery slide to involvement in 
a war with China’s vast manpow­ 
er and vaster geography. 
Here, of course, the pressures 
of public and congressional opin­ 
ion on Acheson were great. 
Chi­ 
nese Communists 
are 
inflicting 
casualties on American troops in 
Korea. 
And if the U. N. could 
not denounce the aggression of a 
large power, China, as well as a 
smaller power, North Korea, then 
its impotence before the 
world 
might be a prelude to its decay 
and dissolution. 
The cease-fire 
appeal was promptly called ap­ 
peasement by Acheson’s critics. 
Public and congressional opin­ 
ion was an important factor in the 
stand on German rearming also. 
This seems to me to raise an in­ 
teresting question which can be 
phrased as follows: 
Isn't the secretary of state—for 
that matter any secretary of state 
—the inevitable prisoner of con­ 
gress and the loud clamor of opin­

Get Training 


Don't Worry About 
War, Says Babson 
By ROGER VV. BABSON 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—I am not 
a military expert and cannot speak 
with authority as to what is to 
happen to our 18 to 22 year old 
young men during the next few 
years. The plans and 
hopes 
of 
many homes, jobs and colleges are 
completely upset. 
Let me, however, add a little 
hope to frightened families. Men 
who know what the probabilities 
are assure me that the future is 
not as bad as it now looks. They 
insist that only a few more boys 
will be shipped to Asia. We will 
be willing to supply guns and 
munitions to enable the Japanese 
to protect Japan, to enable Na­ 
tionalists to hold Formosa, and to 
give needed aid to the Philippines. 
But no more American boys will 
be sent to Korea, Indo-China, Bur­ 
ma, India or elsewhere in Asia. 
Experts at Washington believe 
that World War III, if it comes, 
will be fought mainly by the navy 
and air force. They say it would 
be suicidal to depend upon num­ 
bers of infantry to meet the Rus­ 
sians, even in Europe. With the 
large number of Communists who 
infect each European country, it 
may be best to limit our help to 
Western Europe to supplying them 
with A-Bombs. Therefore, I be­ 
lieve that mothers and boys are 
unnecessarily excited. Americans 
seem unable to strike 
a 
middle 
course. They either ignore danger 
and insist on “business, profits, 
wages and entertainment as usu­ 
al,” or else they become panic- 


ized with a calculated purpose 
Acheson, a senstive and intel­ 
ligent man, resents the pressures 
put upon him even as he is forced 
to respond to them. 
That helps 
to explain his 
withdrawal. 
It 
helps to explain his denunciation 
of the American press as irrespon­ 
sible when he talks candidly in 
private. 
It explains in part at 
least the tragic dualism of Ameri­ 
can foreign policy today.

NEW YORK—It

as a “lost generation,” victims of 
a life they never made, and many 
tears have been sprinkled over 
their plight. 
The late Scott Fitzgerald 
was 
the bellwether of the era, and to 
go back and read the sobful stuff 
you would think those kids really 
had trouble. They got constantly 
loaded and moaned 
about 
be­ 
trayal and joined the 
Commos 
and let their 
necks 
get 
dirtier 
than necessary, and, so help me, 
according to our present stand­ 
ards, they never had it better. 
Let’s see what they had to hol­ 
ler about. 
They had a war behind them, 
true. Old WW the first—one 
in 
which the. 
smally 
figured. 
It 
was something less than a com­ 
mando action, 
insofar 
as 
we 
were concerned. Don’t check me 
on the statistics, but I 
bet 
we 
lost more people from influenza 
than we did 
from 
shrapnel. 
It 
was even such a naive war that 
air power was an experiment. 
Speakeasy Adventures 
They had prohibition after. The 
noble stupidity deterred 
nobody 
from drinking. The speakeasy era 
was 
a profound 
adventure 
in 
humanity’s ability to 
insult 
its 
stomach. 
In conversational 
fuel 


alone, 
prohibition 
was 
worth 
while. 
They had a Wall Street crash. 
Some few speculators did back- 
swans out of 
windows. 
Some 
larger pieces of the population 
went broke, while operating out 
of their league. Then we had a 
depression, 
in 
which 
a great 
many people were not rich. But 
we handled that one pretty well, 
too. I never saw anybody dead of 
starvation in 
the 
streets, 
and 
some of us learned the value of 
a job and of a dollar. 
During the distraught 
’20s we 
we had several golden 
ages—of 
sport, of the airplane, of whoopee, 
of splendiferous foolishness. The 
’20s bred Texas Guinan, the for­ 
malized gangster, 
Damon 
Run­ 
yon, Babe Ruth, talking pictures, 
radio, and all the so-called ‘‘im­ 
portant writing talents.” The ’20s 
presaged a primmer period, 
the 
earlier ’30s, which dealt 
us 
all 
lessons in restraint. 
The 
later 
’30s, then led by 
the 
nose 
by 
optimistic 
politicians, 
reversed 
the lesson. 
None of it was awfully rough, 
in the mass, as you look back 
on it. It was certainly no tittle so 
tough as the young man of the 
moment is beset by time and pro­ 
gress. 
The gin-soaked maundering?? of 
the ’20s’ lost generation seems a 
slight silly when compared to the 
lot of the lad and lassie who were 
born in a war, were children in 
a depression, and who have been 
confronte! 
by two major wars, 
inflation and the A-and-H-bomb 
in a few short years. 
We deal today with a 50-cent- 
dolla.. We truckle to taxes that 
would stun a bull mastodon. Apt 
leadership 
to 
recent 
date 
has 
been practically nil. While recov­ 
ering from a depression, we fell 


flat into a big war. While recov­ 
ering from that war, we fall flat 
into more taxes and another war 
so vast of concept that when 
a 
streak of lightning dyes tile sky, 
citizens 
wonder 
whether 
they 
have finally 
dropped 
the 
big 
quietus on us. 
Our goal used to be riches: Un­ 
less a mal., today, is crooked or 
in the oil business, no amount of 
achievement is worth the effort. 
You can’t keep it, Mac. 
The dollar dwindles, daily. Se­ 
curity is nil. Annuities dubious. 
A man I know who just made 
vice president of a big company 
heads back to being an infantry 
captain. People who love child­ 
ren ain’t having any. Figure they 
got no future. All the wonders of 
the modern time, such as color 
TV, are now being subordinated 
to the urgency of staying alive. 
Yet our group doesn’t seem to 
whine nearly so loud as I remem­ 
ber the moans of the old 
“lost 
generation.” 
Toil, 
moil 
and 
trouble, I do believe 
we 
have 
more dignity, more courage, and 
less of what the prize-fight peo­ 
ple used to call ki-yi. That means 
dog, or yellow or whine, or lack 
of guts.

Steel Making 
Capacity Up 


lf. S. M ay Finance 
Additional M ills 
By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK—(ZP)—The nation 
has a million more tons of steel 
making capacity than it thought 
it had. Steelmen say private in­ 
dustry is planning to continue do­ 
ing the unexpected. 
But Washington still doubts if 
private industry’s plans are big 
enough and is pushing plans for 
government-financed steel mills. 
The 
American Iron and Steel 
Institute, spokesman for the pri­ 
vate steel industry, 
says annual 
capacity is now 104.2 million tons. 
A year ago it was 
99.4 
million 
tons. Last October, prodded by the 
government, the industry promis­ 
ed its capacity would rise to bet­ 
ter than 103 million tons by this 
month. It has beaten its promise 
by around one million tons. 
The steel industry also pledged 
to increase the nation’s capacity 
to 110 million tons a year by the 
end of next year. 
New industry 
spokesmen are predicting the steel 
companies actually will build up 
to 115 million tons capacity by the 
end of 1952. 
President 
Truman, 
however, 
thinks the nation needs 120 mil­ 
lion tons a year. The government 
has two ways of taking a hand in 
securing expansion. Already it is 
granting steel companies tax re ­ 
lief if they build more 
capacity. 
They 
are permitted to write-off 
the costs for tax purposes within 
five years. 
The second way is for the gov­ 
ernment to finance new mills, or 
even build them itself. The presi­ 
dent is asking Congress for funds 
that could be used along this line. 
The 
president 
also is putting 
pressure behind the St. Lawrence 
seaway project. He says part of 
the need for the waterway is to 
bring iron ore 
from 
Venezuela 
and Labrador “to the great steel 
production centers of the Middle 
West.”

B A L T IM O R E — (ZP) — A sprin­ 
kling system which might have 
saved a live million dollar 
pier 
from destruction by fire was per­ 
mitted to deteriorate about three 
years ago, Fire Chief Michael ll. 
Lotz said last night. 
Total 
estimated 
damage 
of 
Tuesday night’s ship and pier fire 
here has been put at about $15,- 
000,000. 
The water lines were installed 
when the pier urns used for am­

The lad, big for his age. got all 
his toes and fingers frostbitten in 
a fox hole while fighting up the 
west coast of Korea with the 7th 
infantry regiment of the Eighth 
army. But all now have cleared 
up, except the big toe of his left 
foot, and doctors believe it w ill 
soon. 
Hobbling 
around 
in 
Korea. 
James Was grabbed up and placed 
aboard 
a 
hospital

plane last December. He arrived

26th — just 
another 
wounded G I. 
Ward Starts Buzzing 
James was pretty proud of a 
birth certificate his mother gut 
for him while she was trying to 
induce him to get out of the army 
a few weeks after his enlistment. 
He showed it to

hospital 
pals.

quickly spotted the 
birth date: April 5, J936. That set 
tho ward buzzing. 
Finally tho buzzing got to the 
doctors and nurses, then an offi­ 
cer showed u p with a lot of q u e s ­ 
tions, including: “ What about see­ 
ing your birth certificate?”

“ Me and a R O K (Republic of 
Korea soldier) killed a bunch at­ 
tacking our foxhole one night, 
but I never did get a chance to 
count ’em,” he continued. “ They 
didn’t budge us that time, either.” 
Jam es’ proud beam vanished as 
Maj. Chester H. Davis, 
hospital 
executive officer, told 
reporters 
Davis will be given an honorable 
discharge from the army because 
of his age. 
“ I dont want to get out. It is 
swell— all but combot, and I don’t 
mind that too much.
